Although the Saints time. 404 time against 
bringing more luggage than they are able to pay the freight of, some 
have still persisted in bringing over-weight in spite of the remonstrance. 
Now, this is expecting a little too much, and we would recommend that after 
packing up the numberof pounds ne that they dispose of all they are not 
able to pay the conveyance of, and at the same time divest themselves of all 
-disagreeable and crabbed feelings, that they may feel the lighter-hearted. 

In former times it took from four to six months to make the journey to Salt 

Lake City ; and when by the time one had endured the rolling and pitching of 
a sailing vessel for six or eight weeks, the jolting of the cars from the coast to 
the frontiers for one or two more, followed by the tedium of a three months’ 
travel across the Plains by the steady locomotion of an ox team, they were 
very ready at the end of such a pilgrimage to hail with delight any accommo- 
dation in the shape of a resting place and a home. But at the. present time 
the mode of traveling has changed materially. In a steamship across the 
Atlantic the passage seldom exceeds thirteen days, and in about eight more 
passed in witnessing by the way a real, interesting panorama of cities, and 
farms of the United States, the rolling praries of the great West, and the 
grand scenery of the Reoky Mountains, gazing from the windéws: of a rail- 
way carriage on the broad plain and rugged pass, over and through which their 
brethren a short time since urged their weary and lolling oxen, and others 
toiled with hand-carts along the dusty road. Freed from these difficulties, in 
three ae weeks the place we have s 80 long hoped and prayed to behold is 
reached. 

Having . in Zion let none „ le that their “troubles and trials 
are through,”—no live Latter-day Saint will allow him or herself to think 
this, as they very well realize that they have left their homes to assist in build- 
ing up the kingdom of God. To effect this there remains considerable to be 
done, and it is not well to be Mer. particular in choosing a position in which to 
work, but endeavor to hold oneself pliable and willing to operate in that place 
where his or her services will be the most useful. Neither must it be expected
